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Huzzah! Huzzah! Huzzah! 


When was the last time you saw 
one thousand boys and girls shouting 
hosannas to the Lord from the depth of 
their hearts? 


And have you ever experienced a 
multitudinous gathering of multi- 
generationally-minded children waving 
hands, toy swords, and flags as they 
proclaimed joyous “huzzahs” in honor of 
Christian forefathers used by God to lay a 


righteous foundation for this experiment 
in freedom we call America? 


Like thousands who gathered on the 
banks of the James River in the summer 
of 2007 to praise the Lord on the 400th 
anniversary of the Christian founding of 
America, I saw it. It was beautiful. 


That moment in time—with its 
contagious spirit of holy enthusiasm—is 
pictured on the cover of this tenth 
anniversary edition of the Vision Forum 
Family Catalog. 


And we chose it for an important 
reason: The Christian family needs an 
enthusiastic vision of victory. Fathers need 
it too. So do mothers, daughters, and sons. 
We need a vision of victory rooted in Holy 
Scripture, motivated by the living reality 
of Christ in our life—a vision of victory 
that presupposes warfare against the dark 
messages of our culture, and a vision of 
victory that gives hope to those engaged in 
the defining battle of our generation—the 
fight for the preservation and prosperity 
of the Christian family.

For nearly ten years, we have 
proclaimed a vision of victory built upon 
the foundations of historic Christian 
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orthodoxy, including the Lordship of 
Christ, the sovereignty of God, and the 
sufficiency of Scripture. But it is also a 
practical vision we have communicated 
in different ways: By emphasizing the 
importance of distinctively Christian 
education through presuppositionally 
biblical training and parent-to-child 
discipleship; by pointing fathers to their 
duties as household shepherds and 
women to the nobility of femininity, 
industry, motherhood, and home; by 
reminding Christian men of their duty 
to sacrifice for “women and children 
first”; and by encouraging a culture of 
virtuous boyhood and girlhood. And for 
ten years we have prayed the sentiments 
of Psalm 144: “Rid me, and deliver me 
from the hand of strange children.... 
That our sons may be as plants grown up 
in their youth; that our daughters may 
be as corner stones, polished after the 
similitude of a palace” (vs. 11-12). 


We give glory to Jesus alone for ten 
years of kindnesses to us, including the 
way He has allowed this message to be 
widely distributed. Over the course of 
the last decade, the Lord has allowed 
the message of this ministry to reach 
millions. More than five million catalogs 
have been mailed to homes across the 
country. Our resources have shipped to 
approximately sixty-five countries around 
the world, and more than two million 
Christ-glorifying, Great Commission- 
advancing tapes and CDs have reached 
families from America to the Sudan. 


For this tenth anniversary edition, 
we have endeavored to communicate 
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the breadth and the depth of this vision 
through the themes and resources 
presented. You can hear it through the 
many voices of hope, honor, faith, and 
practical wisdom which populate these 
pages. For example, in the important 
new release, The Return of the Daughters 
(pg. 4), you will meet visionary women 
who have rejected the priorities of our 
postmodern culture and embraced

influential writer of boys’ 

literature of his generation. He 
was also a devout Christian of the Scottish 
Covenanter kind and the only outspoken 
advocate for Christian boyhood to have 
a monument dedicated in his honor by 
grateful children. His name was R.M. 
Ballantyne, and he not only inspired a 
generation of writers to take up their 
pens in defense of the ideals of biblical 
manhood, but he changed the lives of hundreds of thousands of 
boys with his globe-trekking adventure stories that emphasized 
Christian character in the face of adversity. In the twentieth 
century, many publishers declined to carry Ballantyne because 
of his strong biblical emphasis. Others hoped to capitalize on the
